it was interesting to note that, while the 
roads caused something less than one-fourth 
of the Council’s annual expenditure and rates, 
‘they ‘were almost the only utility service from 
which all ratepayers derived direct benefit. 
„ gave a amount of ployment, 
yet the great bulk of grumblints 0 rate. 
payers appeared to be directed towards road 
expenditure, due, no doubt, to ignorance’ as 
to the costs, and the proportion of these to 
the costs of other public services. He was 
credibly informed that the total cost of the 
roads in the rural a of the Free State 
was approximately £1,000,000 a year from 
the County Councils. 

For the past two or three years the money 
derived. from motor taxes. and other sources 
coming to the same roads was under half a 
million annually, making a total annual ex- 
penditure on the country’s roads, exclusive 
of town roads, of about one million and á 
half. These facts should be duly considered 
by the ratepayers, and the proportionate 
cost and utility of roads red with other 
public services, both local and national. 

The road business generally, in the country 
had been allowed to drag along on random 
lines without any settled policy for a number 
nf Ea County Councils had not at present 
sufficient funds to carry out any useful policy, 
while such funds as they might have were 
settled by looking backwards at previous ex- 
penditures rather than forwards at increased 
traffic and costs and improvements, while 
owing to the peculiar nature of the demands 
fo: other services which were directly 
fiuanced and indirectly controlled by the 
Councils, there was a tendency to provide 
first for other services and attempt economy 
by giving whatever is left to the roads. 


NEED FOR COMBINED ACTION. 

The Government, probably for sound rea- 
sons unknown to the public, had not yet laid 
down any definite and positive policy for the 
improvement of the road system of the 
country, so that a continuous programme of 
work, even under their grants, could not be 
adopted. Any policy of real value must be 
the outcome af combined action between the 
Ccuncils and the Government, with 


towards removing such practices as may be 
conducive to international misunderstanding 
and ill- will. i i 


ROTARY'S BEST WORK. 


He believed that this effort to spread their 
ideals through -Rotary internationally was the 
greatest piece of service that Rotary had yet 
been called on to undertake. Might it not be 
that for this end Rotary was born, and that 
a great fut@re lay before it in giving a helping 
hand to solve the world's difficulties’ 
(Applause.) As Rotary stood for comrade- 
ship, it was a matter of great satisfaction 
that it was now undertaking this new line 
of world service in full co-operation with the 
League of Nations Union. 

The Irish Free State became a member of 
the League of Nations on September 10th, 
1923. and at about the same time the League 
of Nations Society of Ireland was formed to 
create and foster the interest of the people 
there in the work of the League of Nations. 
Thirty-two nations had now embraced Rotary, 
and as the ideals connected with it took firm 
root, the movement was bound to spread fur- 
ther on the Continent of Europe and in 
more distant countries. It would be a great 
factor in bringing about a better understand- 
ing, and so prepare the way for international 
peace. 

Mr. Jacob then referred to the Locarno 
‘lreaty and, continuing, said that to give an 
indication of the wide scope of service that 
the League was doing he might mention that 
248 international treaties and agreéments of 
one sort or another were istered in Gefleva 
during 1925, and over 1, since the League 
was founded. They hardly dared to contem- 
plate what another war would mean, the re- 
sult would be so awful; but if they were 
to avoid such a catastrophe, they should now 
prepare as thoroughly for the peaceful ae 
ment of international disputes as previou 
they had prepared 4b A so-b wane They 
had learned that war did not settle difficulties, 

but, on the contrary, created fresh ones. 

Let them follow and study the work of the 
league of Nations. Let them seek points of 
contact with those who differed from them, 
showing to them a friehdly..spirit, and let 
them keep before them the goal of á world 
at peace and united in service. (Applause.)

No 
doubt the financial aspect of such a policy| 
would give rise to a certain amount of diffi- 
culty, while neither of the classes likely to be 
called on to ini anxious to help in 
the solution of t e problem without throwing 
an undue proportion of the cost on the other. 
In his opinion a real workable policy has not 
yet been publicly hinted at. 

The present rate of taxation on lorries, by

If these 
vehicles were taxed. in proportion to the

It 
was useless and inequitable to expect 
the rural ratepayers to maintain the 
roads for such traffic, and it is only 
by combined action—or inaction—by the 
Councils that this question can be forced to 
an early and equitable issue. 


DESTRUCTION OF ROADS. 

Most lorry-oWners were not contributors to 
the rural rates, and the rural population did 
not derive advantages from ‘lorry. traffic com- 
Mensurate with the increased cost of road 
maintenance. — 

Mr, Bowen recommends the Council to. 
avail themselves fully of the provision of the 
Roads Act, 1920, and Heavy Motor Car 
(Ireland) Order, 1905 Which provide for the 
prohibition on restrietiog of use of certain 
roads by lorries, with ‘the consent of the 
Minister. All councils, he says, should move 
at once in the matter, and take steps to 
restrict all lorry traffic to such roads as have 
been already made up with funds derived 
from motor taxation. Arrangements must 
also be made for policing the roads to secure 
the enforcement of the prohibition. They 
should provide roads, as far as possible, to 
carry all traffic: without restriction, but until 
the necessary funds were provided, and a 
reasonable time given for reconstruction work, 
it must be the policy of local councils to pre- 
vent destruction of the existing roads which 
were quite suitable for ordinary traffic, and 
for the requirements of the bulk of.the rate-

“ At present’ Irish firms do not get an 
opportunity of even quoting for the bodies 
required, the custom being that when a per- 
‘son decides on vurchasing a car or lorry he 
accepts the inclusive figure mentioned on the 
manufacturer’s catalogue, and unless he is a 
super-patriot the thought of purchasing a 
chassis only, for equipment with a native 
body, will not enter his mind. In such cir- 
cumstances those who still cling to the busi- 
ness of coach-bnilding must be credited with 
a certain amount of grit. ‘Ihe tariff on com- 
mon bodies has, undoubted'y, proved a boon 
to coach-builders, enabling them to retain in 
employment 200 men, whose wages amount to 
about £30,000 annually; but, although man 
firms express the utmost satisfaction wit 
the work of its kind which is done in. Ire- 
land, two important British concerns operat- 
in the Free State continue to import vehicles, 
and have never given Irish manufacturers an 
opportunity even to quote for their require- 
ments.

Farmers do not want charity; they 
do not ask it from the Government, but the 
call on them to strike off those fetters whic 
cramp their industry—namely, taxation and 
high rail transport charges.

PUBLICITY NECESSARY. 

' Publigity, continued the speaker, has become 
a very live and very important factor in the 
distribution. of goods.’ It has become one of 
the essentials of trade, and that is why your 
Association is doing most useful work in 
Ulster in educating our manufacturers and 
exporters in its scjentific practice. We may 
indeed I feel we have lagged a little behind 
in the past. We Ulster Mi “w are by tradi- 
tion and instinct a conservative people. We 
are naturally proud of the superiority of the 
goods which we produce, but I hardly think 
that we have fully realised that mere 
superiority will not sell. In the office of the 
political head of the Department of Overseas 
Trade in London there is a card bearing the 
slogan, ‘‘Goods do not sell themselves ' ; in 
other words, you must have publicity, and 
you must enlist in your service you best 
brains and your best craftsmen. 

Speaking of the art of advertising, Mr. 
Barbour said—" It is, to my mind, a very 
gratifying sign of the ‘times that we here in 
Ulster are calling into our publicity. councils 
our men of letters and our artists, and I 
have no doubt that the work of Mr. St, John 
Ervine for the Ulster Development Associa- 
tion, ogupled with that of Mr. Conor in the 
domain of poster advertising, will prove enor- 
mously successful in bringing holiday visitors 
to our shores. [I think, too, that we some- 
times fail to realise the enormous debt which 
we owe to the great imaginative and descrip- 
tive writers of the past. The extent of this 
debt is brought home to me very vividly 
during my frequent trips across the Atlantic. 
American travellers spend a great deal of 
their time in the study of works of such men 
as Sir Walter Scott, Dickéns; Thackeray and 
Harrison Ainsworth. They become fired with 
a desire to visit the places so vividly 
described in the works of these writers, and 
in this way I venture to think that, all un- 
wittingly, a man like Sir Walter Scott has 
done more to bring the right class of foreign 
tourist to the historic and beauty spots of 
Scotland than all the modern guide books put 
together. 


HISTORIC PLACES IN ULSTER. 
I might say here that our own Govern- 
ment is. not losing sight of the importance 
to Ulster of the many places of archwological 
and historic interest with which she is so 
richly endowed. The preservation of these 
is a matter of the utmost importance, not 
only, to yourselves, bur tor posterity, and it is 
the intention of the Government in the next 
session of Parliament to make provision for 
the acquisition, preservation and restoration 
of mony, obierts of historic and. sentimental 
interest in Ulster. It is just as difficult a 
thing to live down a bad reputation as it is 
to live up to a done. Our lack of 
esthetic gifts pe rot neglect of the arts 
may have been thrown in gur teeth in the 
past with some justification, but we are going 
to change that now. 

The ‘Government is’ actively interested in 
‘encouraging publicity for Ulster goods, and 
has given tangible evidence of this in or- 
guess the Ulster Pavilion at Wembley. 

embley is rather an old story now, but it 
was fittingly recalled o our minds about a 
week ago wher the linen industry held its 
final meeting in connection with Wembley 
matters. It is a source of no little gratifica- 
tion to learn from the report of that meetin 
that the efforts of the linen industry shoul 
have been crowned with such a méasure of 
success, and I wii glad. to seo that the par- 
tieipation of the industry in the Wembley 
display has been amply justifed.

the laziness, rise earlier, go to bed earlier, 
get more work done, cultivate advanced 
methods, evince a pride in doing everything 
well, and thus get a better name for their 
produce in the foreign markets. The Govern- 
merit should afford State aid, whether 
through tariffs or bounties or both; they 
should improve transport facilities, and they 
should have a board of experts to watch the 
nuctuations of the world’s markets, and keep 
the producer thoroughly informed, so that he 
may market his produce to the best 
advantage.

SIX WEXFORD MEN SENT FOR 
TRIAL. 


Unable to tind aceommodation,; over tuo 
hundred people waited outside Newtownbarry 
4Wexford) District Court from 11 a.m. until 
5 p.m., when the Court rose, last Saturday, so 
great was the interest taken in the cases of 
armed robbery at the local branch offices of 
the Munster and Leinster Bank on the órd 
March, 1923, and again on the 18th December, 
1925, for which seven men were put forward. 

The prisoners were—John Kiley, Kilcloney; 
Luke Dwyer, Kiloughternane ; Thomas Kenny, 
John Kenny and Lee Murphy, Kilsallagh ; 
Andrew Dowling, Graiguenashidogue (charged 
with the robbery of £147 11s. éad. and ob- 
structing Guards Whelan, Power and McCabe 
on the 18th December last). and Edward 
Nolan, -Knochendrave (charged, with Luke 
Dwyer, with the robbery of £80 15s. 6d. on 
the former occasion). Informations were 
refused against Kiley, and the others were 
returned for trial in custody to the Circuit 
Court at Wexford. 

William Beyéridge, accountant, told how a 
number of armed and masked men rushed 
into the bank at 2 p.m, on the 18th December 
last, and, after assaulting the manager and 
the witness, took £147 and left. The witness 
identified Dowling as the man who struck 
him with a gun when he refused to obey the 
raiders order to put up his hands, and John 
Kenny as the man who guarded the door 
while the others were getting away. 

Aidan Kinsella, merchant. Newtownbarry, 
also identified Dowling. The witness saw the 
gang going towards the bank; and went to the 
post office and told the postmistress to warn 
the Civie Guard at Ferns and Enniscorthy. 

The Justice commended the witness for his 
high civic spirit. 

Guards. Whelan, Power, and M‘Cabe gave 
evidence of having been held up on the 
street outside the bank by armed men. They 
stated that Thomas Kenny resembled an un 
masked armed man whom they saw standing 
at the hank door. 

Mr. P. F. Byrne, manager of the bank, 
identified John Kenny as the raider who 
struck him with a gun on the head when he 
refused to surrender his keys.

The English Prime Minister's: reputa: 
tion for gravitas—one of the two Roman 
virtues which he loves to praise—will. be 
enhanced by his recent address to a gather: 
ing of Wesleyan Methodists in London. 
It seems that the newspaper reporters do 
not follow Mr. Baldwin to church; for we 
oe the account of his address to the 
Methodist Recorder. Like other good and 
thoughtful men, he. is saddened by the 
superficial and frivolous tendencies of the 
present age; but his firm faith in the 
genius of the race saves him from 
pessimism. His gospel is Browning’s— 
that 

Man's work is to labour and leaven, 

As best he may, earth here with heaven. 
Mr. Baldwin thinks that the time is ripe 
for another of those great spiritual move- 
ments which throughout the centuries—in 
different forms, but always in the same 
spirit—have shaped human - history. 
There was nothing,“ he said, that the 
country needed so much to-day as another 
Wesley or Whitfield. If Wesley had 
been born four centuries earlier, he would 
have worn a rough robe, girded with a 
cord, and would have founded a great 
body of preaching friars. Indeed, in Mr 
Baldwin’s opinion, a new Wesley or a 
new St. Francis, faced with a’ world of 
irresponsible pleasure-seeking and prodigal 


luxury, might discover his most effective 
weapon in a twentieth century order of 
preaching friars. In the absence of such a 
prophet and of such an order of ‘satellite 
preachers, the Prime Minister turns his 
eyes to the political platform. Even now; 
he thinks, some of those spiritual impulses 
which seem to have forsaken the Churches 
are exercising themselves in the country's 
political life. He finds in the House >f 
Commons, especially among the Labour 
Party, many men who, fifty years ago, 
would have entered the Christian ministry; 
These men have been drawn into politics 
by a religious zeal. for. social reform. 
Here, says Mr. Baldwin, is a field in 
which the Churches, free from any’ mis- 
givings, can join hands with politics. He 
invites them to send their quotas of young 
men into the political arena, and assures 
them that to such evangelists the electorate 
will lend a ready.and grateful ear. 

If anybody should give similar advice to 
the Churches in the Irish Free State, we 
knew what their answer would be: Good 
sir, your ambition is noble, but utterly im- 
practicable. We are not unfair in saying 
of Dail Eireann that, As ..a ‘national 
‘assembly, it has two lamentable defects. 
It lacks education and it lacks idealtsm— 
that high temper of reform which springe 
from the fusion of religion with 


patriotism. Vet the Free State's two 


universities send annually into, the 
world scores of young men who are well 
fitted to serve their country and—until 
experience has made them cynical-—are 
anxious to serve it. “Their minds have 
been broadened by. a liberal education, 
and some of them feel a genuine ardour 
for the moral and social uplifting of the 
people. How many of these young men 
have found their way into the: nation’s 
Parliament or are likely to get there under 
the present order of things? Two barriers 
stand in their way. Tbe first is the 
tyranny which demands that they shall 
accept badges. of party servitude before 
they are allowed to put a foot on the lowest 
rung of the political ladder. A brilliant 
young man, for imstance, though a con- 
vinced supporter of the Free State Govern- 
ment in essentials, cannot stand for 
Parliament under the egis of the Govern- 
ment's organisation unless he is willing to 
surrender his freedom of thought ard 
action. If he tries to offer himself. inde- 
pendently to the electors on his merits ot 
brain and character, he finds that, without, 
the support of a. political machine and 
without political funds, the task is hope- 
less. That is the second barrier that 
stands between Parliament and ‘the 
universities which dught to be the natural 
feeders of its intelligence and moral force. 
Let us suppose that some very rich Trish-

There is virtually no hope of 
an understanding between Lithuania and 
Poland, who has allied herself with her 
Southern friends in the Little Entente. 
and the Baltic Republic will be isolated 
completely unless it allies itself with its 
two Northern . neighbours. They ought 
to join forces in a loose federation in which 
every State would retain “its political and 
economic individuality, but which would 
offer a united front to the outside world: 
Their joint. populations would make. them 
more important than Finland, and, whereas 
at present their influence. on the League 
of Nations is negligible, it ‘would be in- 
creased very considerably if they should 
agree to combined representation at 
Geneva. The prosperity, and strength of 
the Baltic States are of interest to all the 
European Powers. These little lands are 
essential to the success . of the French 
policy of. a. “ sénitary.. cordón around 
Soviet Russia, and the day is not far 
distant when they thay be required to play 
an important part in the solution of 
Europe's most formidable problem. With 
Poland, they are Europe's bulwark against 
the Red Army. They have proved 
already that they are, both willing and 
able to give a good account of themselves 
in the ‘field, and they ought to ‘be. en- 
couraged now. to improve their position in 
every possible way.

DISCUSSIONS IN BERLIN. 


In a despatch from Berlin last night, The 
Times Correspondent. states: — The question 
ot the permanent seats on fhe Council of the 
League continues to be discussed here. The 
German case has now apparently crystallised 
into the following form. A permanent seat 
was promised to Germany at Locarno, and 
though there was no guarantee that’ only, Ger- 
msny should be received into the League at 
that time, there was no mention of other 
applicants. Germany had, therefore, the 
right to assume that there would be no 
further extension of the League, and the bar- 
— made at Locarno were made on that 
asis. To go back upon the promise to Ger- 
many in regard to the League is to go back 
upon the pact of Locarno. That this is by no 
means a final. interpretation of ‘the German 
case is indicated by a report from Paris, that 
Germany would willing to ‘discuss the 
simultaneous adoption of Poland into the 
League on the basis of the complete evacua- 
tion of the remaining occupied. territories as 
a quid pro quo. This report is denied here, 
and is scouted as a French invention. It 
happens, however, to have made its appear- 
ance originally in the German Press. 

With regard to the case of Poland,. it is 
pointed out that all the-ethnological groups 
in Europe are represented on the Council, 
with the exception of the Slavs. This alone 
is an argument for the inclusion of Poland in 
the Council as the largest Slav State, except 
Rassia, which is not likely to join the League 
while the Soviet system persists. On the 
other hand, I have good reason for believing 
that the view is held in responsible Polish 
quarters that it was the conciliatory: attitude 
of Poland towards Germany ‘that made the 
Locarno agreements possible, and that if 
uow Poland is not placed on a footing of 
equality with Germany within the League, it 
will be difficult, if not impossible, for the 
Polish Government to make effective the 
policy inaugurated at Locarno, that the pro- 
blems already acute between Germany and 
Poland may further envenomed, and that 
the Polish Government may be impelled to 
seek the solution of its problems outside the 
l wague. 


BRAZIL AND THE COUNCIL. 
RIO DE JANEIRO, Monday. 

The Brazilian Minister for Foreign Afiairs 
has made a statement reaffirming Brazil's 
claim to a permanent seat on the gue of 
Nations Council. He describes as absurd the 
pretension of Germany to enter the Council 
alone, and says that Brazil aspires to no 
hegemony, and solely desires to contribute 
towards aggrandizing the influence of the 
League and co-operating loyally in perfecting 
its working.—(Reuter. )

THE POLISH QUESTION. 

Reuter's Agency is informed, with - refer- 
ence, to the report current: yesterday, that the 
Cabinet has now decided against the admis- 
sion of Poland to the Council of the League, 
that, in the first fas no ofhcial application 
for membership of the Council has been made 
either by Spain or by Poland.”

GOVERNMENT SCHEME 


BE MODIFIED. 


The proposal to provide £200,000 for Civil 

Service sports grounds was the subject of 
discussion by a largely-attended meeting of 
the 1922 Unionist Committee at the House of 
Commons yesterday. It was decided, with 
virtual unanjmity, to ask the Prime Minister 
to receive a deputation ón the subject at an 
early date. It was held that; whatever might 
be said for the scheme on its merits, to push 
it forward at the present time was quite 
inopportune and ill-advised. 
It is believed that, in view of the strong 
ee which the idea has aroused among 
their own followers, the Government are 
reconsidering their decision ‘in the matter 
and that the scheme will either bé withdrawn 
or very considerably modified. It is under- 
stood that the subject will come up for dis- 
cussion to-day at the meeting of the Central 
Council of the ‘National Union of ‘Con- 
servative and Unionist Associations at the 
Hotel Cecil.

The Chancellor spoke of his task as an 
invidious one, and added that only the 
most serious and valid reasons could have 
induced the Government to have made 
such a proposal. The percentage of un- 
employment in Northern Ireland, how- 
ever, was roughly two and a half times 
as great as that in Great Britain.

EXCEPTIONAL POSITION OF 
| ULSTER. 


It was rather an invidious task; said Mr. 
Churchill, to have to ask the House to under- 
take any fresh expenditure, not only in respect 
to this year, but, in all probability, for future 
years; but only the most serious and valid 
reasons could have induced the Government to 
have made such a proposal. In the first 
place, he asked the House to remember tlie 
difficulties from which Ulster had suffered 
arose not from any wish on the part of her 
own people. Ulster had fot asked for any 
constitutional change. She was perfectly con- 
tent to rest in the United Kingdom, and it 
was only because of the strong movement in 
the Imperial Parliament, and after many 
tragical events, that, in 1920, Ulster con- 
sented to defer to the wish of the Imperial 
Parliament to set up a House of her own. 

A substantial contribution was to be paid 
by Ulster to the Imperial Parliament, in the 
first instance, of tween six and seven 
millions. That was fixed on the inflated 
standard of 1920-21. Very large remissions 
of taxation had been made since, and this sum 
was reduced to something like £3,000,000 a 
year. During the early years there had been 
very heavy charges on account of special 
police and public buildings, and after all 
these charges had been met there was still a 
balance owing to the British Exchequer of a 
million and a quarter a year. 

When these charges came to an end, as 
they would do this year, and the public build- 
ings, on which Sir James Craig had made 
considerable saving, had been completed, the 
contributions which Ulster would pay to the 
Imperial Parliament, even after the provisions 
of this bill came into operation, would be 
considerably in excess of what had been spent 
during the last three years. It was a ques- 
tion of what rebates the House would allow 
to Ulster on the contributions to the Imperial 
services of the Crown. 


A BASIC PRINCIPLE. 


As a consequence of the 1920 Act, a settle- 
ment took place between the British Unem- 
ployment Insurance Fund and the similar 
fund in Ulster. The whole principle of unem- 
ployment insurance rested upon the largeness 
of the area and the variety of industries. 
It was only by spreading the risks 
over a very great area of popula- 
tion, and over an extended diversity, 
of trade, and over the general contributions 
of the whole body of subscribers, and by 
averaging the risks, that they were able to 
guard against seasonal and cyclical] disturb- 


J ances in industries. 


In a very.small community, such as that of 
the North of Ireland, a community curiously 
circumstanced in its industrial life, unem- 
ployment insurance. was, from the very out- 
set, a hazardous and forlorn undertaking. 
The population of Northern Ireland was 
1.200.000, and the insured population was 
261 ,000. 

A more important question was that of the 
variety of industries. Whereas Great 
Britain showed an immense variety of indus- 
tries, the industries of Northern Ireland con- 
sisted mainly of two—shipbuilding and linen. 
These two trades comprised 51 per cent. of 
the whole of insured population of Northern 
Ireland. Under these circumstances, it 
would be obvious that, from 1920 onwards, 
the onlv chance of the survival of solvency of 
the fund was a success of exceptionally good 
vears, when the funds would accumulate. 
Instead of having exceptionally good years, 
they had had exactly the opposite. 

Comparative figures for the last three years 
showed that, whilst in Great Britain the 
average unemployment had been 11 per cent., 
in Ulster it had been nearly 20 per cent. 
This vear the figures were roughly 10 per 
cent. in Great Britain, and over 25 per cent. 
in Ulster. Thus Ulster had a rate of unem- 
ployment two and a-half times greater than 
in this country. The total figures, some of 
which went far beyond 25 per cent., were as 
follow:—In January of this year, there 
were 38 per cent. of unemployed in ship- 
building in Northern Ireland, and 29 per 
cent. in the linen industry. In June last 
there was 31 per cent. and 42 per cent., re- 
spectively. In June, 1924, there were 38

HOUSING. 

Arising out of the minutes oí the last con- 
feretice the Chairman dwelt in detail on the 
negotiations that had taken place with the 
Irish Land Trust, regarding the provision of 
houses for Irish ex-Service men. He stated 
that the Trust had completely failed to carry 
out the spirit and intention of the 1919 Act 
of Parliament. He pointed out that during 
the two years which the Trust had been 
functioning they had not, on their own initia- 
tive, built a single house in the Irish Free 
State, and during that period the salaries 
alone in one office of the Trust had cost over 
£22000. As a result of repeated requests 
the Trust promised to set up a committee of 
experts to enquire into the rents of the 
houses that had been built before the in- 
ception of the Trust, it Meal been shown that 
the average rental in Northern Ireland was 
58. per week, and in the Irish Free State, for 
a similar type of house. 10s. a week. After a 
lapse of many months it was discovered that 
the committee of experts was composed of 
two members of the paid staff of the Depart- 
ment, neither of whom could be accepted as 
having any technical knowledge of housing. 

A long discussion on this subject followed, 
all the delegates expressing their dissatis- 
faction at the failure of the trust to carry out 
their obligations regarding the building and 
the allocation of houses, the exorbitant rents 
that were being charged, and the arbitrary 
way ia which tenants of existing houses were 
being dealt with. The conference decided 
that very little could be done by passing re- 
solutions, and they decided on a line of action 
which the Area Council were instructed to put 


into effect. | 

Resolutions. from various parts of the 
country regarding pensions, training, treat- 
ment, relief. ex-Service civil servants, etc., 
were adopted.

ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY. 


At a meeting of the Royal Irish Academy 
held yesterday, Dr. W. Bremer read. a paper 
on a Spanish type of stone implement re- 
cently 8 in Ireland. Dr. Bremer ex- 
hibited rough flint implements found in 
Island Magee, Antrim, which had been n 
the Knowles collection, and were given by 
Mr. Knowles to the National Museum. They 
belong to a Spanish protoneolithic culture, 
and prove, since they are the earliest im- 
lements found in Ireland, that the first in- 
‘habitants came from Spain.

A REAL MUSICAL 
--- COMEDY.

Dublin theatre-goers have experienced no 
lack of. musical comedy in recent years, but, 
unfortunately for them, the quality of the 
roductions has not been of the highest. 
ndeed the label '' mediocre”’ might easily be 
attached to most of the revue and musical 
comedy shows that have been seen in Dublia 
within the past two or three years. Theatre- 
goers have gladly suffered, in the absence of 
better fare; but the production of “ Riquette 
at the Gaiety Theatre last night marked a 
milestone, and probably answered a demand 
on their part, for musical productions of this 
type if we must have them. 

e thing to hear, apart from the delightful 
acting of Annie Croft (Riquette) in this 
musical comedy is the music of Oscar Straus. 
One hesitates before saying that, so far as the 
music is concerned, it even approaches the 
charming melodies oí The Chocolate 
Soldier or The Last Waltz.” Yet there 
are moments in the three acts of Riquette, 
when listening carefully, and sometimes in- 
tensely, one hears the Straus of the earlier 
music, which, despite its delicate and 
ephemeral cadences, will live for a long time. 

** Riquette has not been thrust upon the 

ublic with a blare of trumpets; none the 
— it will find its way into the heart of the 
people, who want a clean, healthy story, 
together with good acting and music that will 
not make too great a demand upon their 
intelligence. A good story, restful music, and 
a fairly good orchestra never fail to appeal. 
All these may be found in Riquette,” which 
was played to a crowded house last night. 

The story is simple enough. Riquette 
(Annie Croft), a telephone girl, acting as a 
blind for an intrigue between Clarisse 
(Neta Underwood, who sings delightfully), the 
Postmaster-General’s wife, and Gaston de 
Riviere (Reginald Sharland). Picasse (Jay 
Laurier), a postal clerk, with a craving for 
the stage, also takes a hand in the game. 
The blind and Gaston fall in love, and 
the end is as predicted. What is the out- 
standing feature of Riquette“ One might 
give half-a-dozen answers. There are deficien- 
ties, of course; the singing is nothing to boast 
about, except Miss Neta Underwood's waltz 
song in the second act. It touched the audi- 
ence after the first few bars, and when she 
had finished the song they wanted to hear it 

ain. The acting was first-rate; it would be 
hard to find a Riquette to approach Annie 
Croft, the winsome telephone girl, who, for 
love of her chubby-faced brother, Pierre, con- 
sented to go to a Pyrenees hydro as a 
“ screen.”’ 

Of the chorus, a great deal could be said. 
We seldom in Dublin have seen finer dancing 
or heard more excellent singing. The chorus 
is composed of the Tiller Girls, who have been 
performing with the company since the end 
of last year, when Riquette was first 
resented in Glasgow. Jay Laurier, the old 
avourite of the music-hall stage, has found a 
new haven in, the present comedy; he is a 
really funny man, and his sallies and songs

THEATRE ROYAL.

The Charterhouse Investment Trust is 
offering through Lloyd’s Bank and the Com- 
mercial Bank of Scotland 600,000 8 per Cent.
